Springfield, 111., Feb. 9.—By a vote 


of 121 to 13 the lower branch of the 
Illinois general assembly yesterday ex- 
pelled Frank D. Comerford of Chicago 
a.s a member of that body. The ouster 
of Comerford furnishes the first in- 
stance -of the kind in the recorded 
history of the Illinois general assem- 
bly. It was a day bristling with sen- 
•sation and bitter colloquy.

like it-.has been known in a genera- 
tion. Compared to what occurred in 


WTcIioii.i doubt 
the Chicago member's aTtaTck upon' the 
committee which .gave him the widest 
latitude in its session and which fre- 
quently was' insulted by him had much 
to do with the drastic and decisive ac- 
tion of the house.

netly made every effort to treat Com- 
erford courteously and fairly.

block where special privileges are sold

Comerford' v<-as furnished an oppor- 
tunity during the afternoon, which, 
•it skillfully ir,et, might have prevent- 
ed his expulsion and reduced 
his 


punishment to a vote of censure. 


Ml*s«s Chance to Stay. 


Comerford's 
most bitter 
enemies 


hardly expected that he would be ex- 
pelled, but the .house accuser fumbled 
I.is chance.. His defense to an adverse 
report of the investigating commit- 
tee published at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon proved him to be a spellbinder 
of no mean prowess, but his eloquence 
•\\ns weighed'down by

and utter lack of tact. 
He defied, 


boasted and fulminated and his speech 
indicated a striving after heroic ef- 
fects which confirmed the opinion of 
many house members that lie is an 
intense egotist and notorlety_-seeker. 


Comerford made his first mistake 


when he brutally attacked the inves- 
tigating committee, nl! of whom are 
new members with the exception of 
Representative MeGoorty, Comerford 
made bold to declare that the commit- 
tee was "loaded" from the date of its 
appointment.

lowed up with charges of unfairness.

Attacks Anger Members.

them the status due them as holders 
of .Cabinet portfolios.

A 
Development 
of the 


Old Game of One Old \ 
Cat — It Was First 


i Played In New York 


1 City Before 
the Civil 


i War.

The American game of baseball is 


distinctively 
nn American sport, of 


American origin ami peculiarly adapt- 
ed to the temperament and charncteris- 
tics of tho American people. From time 
immemorial games of ball of different 
kinds have been played, and nearly 
every country lias adopted some ball 
game suited to its needs and conditions. 


While there is more or less of a fam- ; 


Sly resemblance in all games of ball, I 
consider basebujl quite as much Arner- 


A. O. 


lenn in its origin, development nnd evo- 
lution as cricket is of English origin, 
both being recognized as the national 
games of their respective countries. 
Some authorities claim that baseball 
came'from the -old English juvenile 
game of "rounders," but I am decidedly 
of the opinion that it was a natural 
evolution from the old colonial sumo 
of one old cat. One old cat was played 
by three boys—a thrower, catcher arid 
batsman. The latter after striking the 
ball ran to a goal about thirty feet dis- 
tant and by reluming to the batsman's 
position without being put out counted 
one run, or "tally." 


Two Old Cat. 


Two old cat was played by four or 


more boys, with two batsmen placed 
about forty feet apart. Three old cat 
was played by six or more boys, with 
three batsmen, the ground being laid 
out in shape of.n triangle. Four old 
cat was played by eight or more boys, 
with grounds laid.out in shape of a 
square. 
Four old cat required four 


throwers, alternating as catchers, nnd 
four batsmen, the ball being .passed 
from one corner to the next around the 
square field. 
Individual scores or tal- 


lies were credited to the batsman 
milking the hit and running from one 
corner to the next. 
Some ingenious 


American lad naturally suggested that 
one thrower be placed in the center of 
the square, which brought nine players 
into the game and which also made it 
possible to change the game into teims 
or skies, one side ileldlng and the other 
side batting. This was for many years 
known ns the old game of town ball, 
from which the present game of base- 
ball no doubt had its origin and not 
from 
the English children's 
picnic 


game of rounders, which is first cousin 
to that other juvenile pastime of drop 
the handkerchief. 


New York city may properly be call- 


ed the home of baseball, for it was 
first played in that city in 1S42, but in 
a desultory sort of way and without 
any organization or printed playing 
rules. 


The First Ball Club, 


In IS-Jo the first baseball club was or- 


ganized iu Now York city, known ns 
the 
Knickerbockers, 
and 
this club 


formulated and published the first rules 
of the game in that year. - Five years 
Inter the Gotham club of New York 
was organized, and In 1S54 the Eagles 
and Empires of New York came into 
the game, and matches betwocJi these 
clubs were played on the Elysian fields 
of Hobokec, N. J., and attracted con- 
siderable public interest. The Knick- 
erbocker club continued to make the 
rules of the game until ISO", when n 
convention of ball players was held, 
in New York city, which resulted in 
the permanent organization in 1S">S of 
the National Association of Baseball 
Players, 
consisting 
Qf twenty-five 


charter club members, nil from New 
York city and Iranieduite vicinity. This 
original association jnaclo the playing 
rules and governed the game until 1ST1, 
when the first National Association of 
Professional Baseball Players was or- 
ganized, and since that time the pro- 
fessional element lias formulated the 
playing rules and governed the game. 


Clubs Multiplied Rapidly. 


Baseball clubs continued to multiply 


quite rapidly from the organization of 
the National Amateur association In 
3S,"S to the breaking out of the civil 
war in 1SC1, but the game up to this 
lime was confined almost entirely to 
:Ne\v York city nnd Ininu'iliate vicinity. | 
•The New York soldiers introduced theii 
i!ii!\v busobull game luio the army, ami 
jit soon became a favorite camp pastime 


.•;] both armies. While .those two mag- 
nificent armies of the north 'mid south 
could not agree upon national policies 
of government, both could agree on 
baseball, and at tho close of the war 
Uio soldiers iu both armies carried the 
game to every town and hamlet in the 
1 


United States, and in lSO~>-('.(i baseball 
became a furore throughout the coun- 
try. 
So it will be seen that buseb:ill 


has its patriotic side and was one of 
the direct results of the civil war. and 
the game can date its birth as the na- 
tional game of the United States from 
that war. 


Taught by 
SL Soldier, 


I am indebted for my first acquaint- 


ance with baseball to a disabled Jili- 
nois soldier returning from the war in 
ISGo, when as a lad of thirteen I lis- 
tened to his amount, of the baseball na 
played in the camp, and under this old 
soldier's coaching 1 became n member 
of a boys' club in Rockl'ord. 111., which; 
I believe, was oue of the first baseball 
clubs organized ill the west. 


From 380T> to 1870' baseball clubs 


sprang up everywhere, and the rivalry 
between cities became intense. Tl'ie 
National club of Washington was the 
first eastern club to make an extended 
trip through the west In .1SG7 aud met 
with only oue defeat and that at the 
hands of the lio.ckford club, of which 1 
had the honor to be the pitcher. The 
result of this game was the indirect 
cause of my afterward becoming a pro- 
fessional player. 


Every effort was made at this period 


to. keep the game on an amateur basis, 
but tho rivalries betwcon'citios been mo 
so intense and tho demand of the pub- 
lic for high class ball so urgent that it 
was utterly impossible to. keep the 
game on a strictly amateur plane. 
Veiled professionalism became the or- 
der of the day. and, while the amateur 
status was insisted upon in the rules, 
young men possessed of skill as ball 
players; were offered lucrative positions 
i!i commercial houses with the under- 
standing that they could play baseball 
all they wanted to, yet a large part of 
their salaries was provided by the lo- 
cal club or some of its enthusiastic 
members. 


Mr. Spalding's Experience. 


I recall my.own experience when in 


the fall of 3SC7 I was surprised with an 
offer of a salary of $40 a week as bill 
clerk in a wholesale grocery house in 
Chicago, which I accepted with the in- 
uocent satisfaction that my business 
abilities were so highly.appreciated. I 
learned afterward that the business 
concern appraised my service at ?10 a 
week and the baseball club made up 
tho balance. This so called amateur- 
ism, or veiled professionalism, was in 
general vogue throughout the country, 
aud it became so intolerable to players 
and club ollicials that It finally resulted 
in the organization of the National As- 
sociation of Professional Baseball Play- 
ers iu 1S71. From that date base-ball 
playing has been recognized as a regu- 
lar profession, and tho game bus smcc 
been under the management and con- 
trol of regtilatly organized professional 
clubs, b:\uded together in associations 
and leagues. ..

STRIKES ARE RENEWED 


AT RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


Workmen in Iron Works and Car Fac- 


tory Make Demand for Time 


They Were Idle. 


. St'. Petersburg, Feb. 9.—A strike at 
the Putiioff iron works, the complete 
tie-lip of the St. Petersburg car fac- 
tory, and the prospect that the dis 
turbances 
w-ill spread to the other 


factories caused the. circulation of a 
rumor that a reign of terror is again 
imminent in this city, but the -atti- 
tude of the employers in conciliating 
the workmen has put these fears to 
rest. 


The present trouble involves tho 


question of pay. for the time the men 
were out on strike and the eight hour 
day, which were discussed at a meet- 
Ing of employers. 
The 
employers 


came to no absolute decision, but de 
terrained to adopt a conciliatory atti- 
tude. 
They probably will concede a 


nine hour day. which will satisfy the 
employes pending general legislation 
on the matter of an eight hour day 
which will be. binding upon employers 
throughout Russia. 


At present six government factories 


and thirteen private establishments 
are working fifty-seven hours or less 
weekly, and twenty-eight other large 
enterprises 
more 
than' fifty-sever 


hours.

Herrick, who bad been ejected 
from his bumble rural .parish by the 
long parliament, went up to tbe me- 
tropolis aid' wrote 'penny valentines 
for the bookstalls. After the return CJL' 
the exiled .Stuart these love songs be- 
came immensely popular, and the poar 
young clergyman foimu himself 
Cu- 


mous. Herrick was an adept in the 
construction of sentimental verse. It 
has been objected that his exquisite 
love lyrics are pagan in tone. 1C such 
be the fact they are "more 'than con- 
doned by the noble spirituality of his 
later poems. Thei-e is certainly nothing 
suggestive of Mount Olympus in the 
delicious confection so often made t!m 
basis of a valentine:

Even iii that ago (jf clever versifiers It 
was considered a'prime distinction to 
receive a valentine penned by the lan- 
guishing cavalier. In spite of bis per- 
sonal affectation Suckll-hg's poetry is 
entirely free from artificiality, and his 
sonnets and. valentines are perfect spec- 
imens of versification, iilbeit they are 
expressed in the- ratber. flamboyant 
phraseology of tbe time. Almost equal 
to the incomparable "Why So Palc-aud 
Wan. Fond Lover'.'" .is his poem, once 
tbe .burden of a valentine, beginning: 


• . I prithee send me baclc my heart 


Since I ca-nnotiteve thini'."' 


For if from yours you will r.ot part. 


Why. 
then, shQ_uldst thou have mine? 


The charming quatrain called- "The 


White Hose." 'ascribed to the joint au- 
thorship of William Cong-rove smd. Wil- 
liam Sonierville and purporting to have

one of tlie most'perfect poems'-in any 
language.
